mental element. Into this furnace passes atmospheric 
air, where it is speedily heated to a very high tem- 
perature, presumably about 3000 degree Celsius, inas- 
much as inside the furnace are placed two electrodes, 
separated by a distance of a few millimeters (milli- 
meter equals 0.03894 of an inch). Through these two 
electrodes there runs an alternating current of 5000 
volts. To strengthen the effect of thé electric dis- 
charge and the further oxidation of the nitrogen, 
stress has been laid on giving the heat-producing 
arch flame the largest surface possible. In a clever 
way the formerly known form-alteration, which. the 
arch flame becomes subject to when influenced by a 
magnet, has been utilized to further this end, as the 
two electrodes are placed between a powerful electro- 
magnet, deriving its energy through an even cur- 
rent. 

“By this method the arch flame is subjected to a 
series of very rapid displacements in a plane, which 
stands vertical on the line between the poles. The 
final result is the formation of a disk-shaped electric 
flame. which reaches a diameter of 1.8 meters (meter 
equals 39.37 inches.) 

The air sweeps this flame disk on both sides and 
is thereby momentarily heated to the very high tem- 
perature which is required for the oxidation of the 
nitrogen. Immediately thereafter the gas escaping 
from the furnace must again be cooled down to 600 
degrees in order to avoid loss of nitrogen; but as 
this temperature is also too high for the apparatus

The Wireless Telephone. 

Fessenden began his work upon this prob- 
1898, while carrying on his investigations in 

telegraphy, says F. H. Reed, in Harper’s 
Weekly. At this time scientists had developed three 
distinct methods of sending electromagnetic waves 
off into space from a tall mast, or antenna, as it is 
technically termed. Experiments showed that none 
of these methods would do for telephony. They gave 
single waves, separated by distinct intervals. This 
was not harmful to wireless telegraphy, where signals 
consist of a series of clicks; but such single waves 
were useless for transmitting words, the continuity 
of which must not be broken. He decided that what 
was needed was a means for producing long trains of 
waves, and devised apparatus for this purpose. 

Prof. Fessenden surmounted the difficulties, and 
designed a machine which would give the desired 
electrical results, and it is now in use, the rotating 
field making 10,000 revolutions per minute, and has 
for weeks been giving off an electrical current which 
changes its direction no less than 50,000 times per 
second.

British Scientific Farming. 

A new era in British farming seems to be develop- 
ing from the experiments at the Cambridge Univer- 
sity farm at Impington. During the last eight years 
all known varieties of wheat have been collected, 
and, while most of them could not be acclimatized, a 
few have been selected for resistance to rust, good 
cropping capacity, free milling quality, stiff straw, 
ete., and have been crossed with British wheats to 
successfully as to promise an immediate increase in 
value of 10 per cent or more. Like improvement 
jof barley and other plants is anticipated. 


The effect of this receiving

OME people talk as if the repeal of the fifteenth 
S amendment would get rid of darkies It is the 
. physical presence of the negro that constt 
the problem. That cannot be too often repeated and 
that constituted the problem even when his status 
Was one of slavery. The physical presence, 45 far 
as I can see, is unavoidable.

-MEAT CONSUMPTION 


From a Bulletin of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 





HAT meat consumption per capita has declined 
in this country since 1840 is plainly indicated. 
There is some ground for believeing that at

dressed weight, the average family con- 


| of edible meat was 840 pounds. 
. kof meat snd its products substantially as 
purchased e consumer, that is, the sum of the 


dréssed weight and of the weight of edible parts not 
included in dressed weight, the private family in 1900 
bought on the average 1014 pounds of meat, or over 
half a ton. This makes an average of 2.78 pounds 
per day ‘and includes not merely meat commonly 
kriown as such, with its bones and retail butchers’ 
trimmings, but includes lard, edible tallow, the meat 
or meat products contained in sandwiches, etc. 

The average price of meat per Pound Pald by 
consumers in 1900 was 12% cents; 13 cenis in 1901, 138% 
cents in 190 and 13% cénts or possibly 14 cents in 
1906. It follows that’ the retail meat bill of this 
country was $2,052,279,000 in 1900 and about $2,304,000,000 
er, more in 1906.% Every increase of a cent per pound 
in the national average retail price of meat raises the 
total yearly expense to consumers by $148, 000,000.

LAND HUNGER 
By G. Ww. Ogden, in Everybody’s. 
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AND hunger laid its grip on the nation about 
three years ago, and for two years it has beeen 
acute. Its first symptoms were apparent in 

the jostling rush into the opened Indian lands of the 
Northwest, where the rule was 10 candidates for 
every quarter section the Government had to parcel 
out. This seemed to bring the people to a realization 
of the situation, of the undeniable fact that public 
lands worth having were practically all entered, that 
cheap tracts were disappearing like snow before a 
chinook. 

There are several potent factors to be censidered 
as leading up to this situation, to this growing 
scarcity, this unprecedented demand. Foreign im- 
migration, indirectly, has a bearing, but only in so 
far as it crowds the industrial marts of the East and 
pushes American-born men—who find it harder and 
barder, more painful, more degrading, to adjust their 
ideas of manhood and freedom to the ever-growing ex- 
actions of capital—out into the open; out into the 
promise of a chance at life where it is not all give on 
their side and all take on that of the other man. 
But as for the*foreign-bern taking away the Ameri- 
can’s birthright of land, it hasn't come to that to 
any great extent. Government figures show that 
out of the total of 1,100,735 immigrants who entered 
our ports in the year ending June 30, 1906, only 4 per 
cent found their way into the Southwest.

Mdware Honore, “Chief Butler’ of “The 
Council of God,’ cut Sherman’s neck 
slightly and then returned to the meet- 
ing room, where he gleefully asked if 
his fellows had seen him kill a white 
man. The “Counctl’ answered with en- 
thusiasm, while Sherman, badly fright- 
ened but not seriously cut, ran for a 
policeman. 
The Opening of the Battle. 

John Cambias, 22 years old, youngest 
fatrolman on the New Orleans force, 
was the first officer Sherman found. 
Cambias and other policemen returned 
with the boy and he pointed out the 
place. Half a dozen policemen mounted 
the steps, epened the door and looked In. 


Twenty-five negroes, men, women and 
children, were seated within the small 
room. The police asked who had cut 
Sherman, but tne question was an- 
swered by sullen silence. It was re- 
peated, and then the negroes began 
to mutter threateningly. Exclaiming 
that they would never submit to ar- 
rest, the negroes blew out the lights 
and began firing upon the policemen 
A battle ensued, the policemen retreat- 
ing finally. 

Cambias seized one of the negroes 
and started off with him. Before he 
reached the street two negroes ran be- 
hind him and held him, while the ne- 
gro prisoner, Edward Honore, cut Cam- 
bias’ throat. 

Several ether policemen who had been 
wounded were hurried to the hospital, 
and reinforcements were sent for. While 
they were coming the negroes laughed 
and rejoiced that they had killed a 
“God-fearing’’ policeman. 





Guarded From Mob. 

Three hours of almost Incessant fir- 
ing and of repeated charges upen the 
hut followed before the negroes were 
finally partly burned and partly shot 
out of the hut. Fifteen of the 25 were 
hastened to the Jail, the police pro- 
tecting them from would-be lynchers, 
notwithstanding the murder of one of 
the policemen and the wounding ef half 
®m dozen more. 

An investigation of ‘‘The Ceuncil of 
God” revealed a peculiar condition, and 
when it was learncd that the purpose

Eastern States Have 77,000,000 
Acres That Can Be Reclaimed 
With Profit. 





WASHINGTON. Oct. 26.—It is esti- 


mated that there are 77,900,000 acres of 
swamp lands in the eastern portion of 
fhe United States that can be reclaimed 
and made fit for cultivation by the 
building of simple engineering struc- 
tures. Coliected in one body they would 
lake an empire as large England, 
Treland, Seotland and Wales or as large 
as the New England states plus New 
Youik and half of New Jersey. 
f"he present value of this unreclaimed 
swamp land is reckoned by Government 
experts at $8 an acre, or $616,000,000 for 
the whole. Estimating the cost of drain- 
age at $15 an acre, the total cost would 
be $1,771,000,000. After drainage is com- 
pleted the Government experts figure the 
. yalue of the land would jump almost im- 
mediately to $60 an acre, making the to- 
tal value of the 77,006,000 acres when im- 
proved $4,620,000,000, leaving a net in- 
crease in value of $2,849,060,000. 
Tf the Governaient should take these 
Jjands from the persons who own them 
the rate of $6 an acre, improve them 
at a cest of $15 an acre and sell them 
again for $60 an acre the profit would 
y off the national debt twice over and 
@ave eneugh to run the Government for 
a’year vithout the expenditure of a cent 
of the revenue coming into the Treas-

Of this number all but about 75,000 head 
are being shipped to market, where the 
greatest portion of them are sold as 
Southern cattle. The 75,000 head will be 
wintered in the Osage Nation and fed 
on corn grown in that locality. Seme 
of this corn-fed stock will be ready for 
market by Dec. 1. As a rule all cattle 
grazed in the Osage this year are in 
good dition.

Mr. Quarles says the Government and 


authorities will find 
ready to give thém all 
the assistance possible in cleaning up 
that ccuntry. He believes it will always 
be one of the biggest livestock districts 
of the ew State, but instead of the rov- 
ing herds now there, each farmer will 
have » herd of native cattle.

New York Ethical Society 
Finds Poor Are Best 
Workers. 





NEED ONLY A _ GUIDE 





Organization Once Started Is 
Carried on Largely 
by Them. 





“The poor cannot be made good by 
preaching. The only way to help them 
is to teach them how to help them- 
selves best.’’ This is the theory of Dr. 
John L. Elliot of the New York Ethical 
Society. Dr. Elliot is in charge of 
the work that society is doing among 
the poor -nu has come to St. Louis to 
deliver several lectures before the St. 
Louis Ethical Seciety. 

Dr. Elliot has had many years’ ex- 
perience in the work in the crowded 
New York districts. To a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch he said: 

“It was a long time before society 
found how willing the poor are to do 
good. We began in the old way of 
preaching and lecturing. While we stil] 
are doing some of that, we fiind the 
personal appeal to the finer instincts 
is the most effective form of charity 
work. To make the poor help the poor 
is the best and only way of accom- 
plishing good results. In leading these 

















men and women to help one another, 
we are cdoing a double work. First, 
those who are in distress and who are 
being helped by their neighbors are 
benefited. Second, the persons who do 
things for their neighbors become bet- 
ter men and women. They come to see 
and feel that they can be factors for 
good in t-* community in which they 
live. ; 

“It is faith in themselves the poor 
need, and work of this character helps 
them to that faith. 

“Our idea is to place charity work on 
the same basis the government of this 
country rests. Our eountry is demo- 
cratic, but our charity institutions, as 
a rule, are not. Instead of the poor 
being only reccipients, they are trans- 
formed into givers, wherever and when- 
ever this is possible. We are trying 
te do away with class charity.’’ 

The Ethical Society of New York has 
a house in Twenty-sixth street which 
serves as a headquarters for the char- 
ity work. In the house there are three 
Kindergartens, other class rooms, club 
rooms, pool reoms, gymnasium and 
ballroom. 


Pay Teachers Themselves. 

“The establishment of our third kin- 
dergarten illustrates the readiness of 
the poor to help themselves when they 
know what to do. We had interested 
the mothers of the neighborhood in the 
work of our two kindergartens by a 
series of mothers’ meetings, where ice 
cream was served and games played. 
The fame of our work spread until our 
two schools were evercrowded. 

“One day several mothers asked why 
we did not have a third kindergarten, a6 
we had the roem. I told them we did 
not have the money to pay a teacher. 
They offered to pay the teacher and 
they arranged a ball, saved their pen- 
nies, and now we have three kinder- 
gartens,

W. Davis,.a life insurance agent, died 
at the Matty Hersee Hospital and Webb 
and Frank Keys, sons of the State Sen- 
ator James Keys of Kemper County, 
are charged with murder. 

The shooting occurred in a crowd ef 
306 spectators of an open-air perform- 
ance in front of a vaudeville theater. 
Davis was shot six times. 

The affair was all over in less than a 
minute. and many persons who stood on 
the other side of the crowd thought the 
reports of the revolvers were a part 
ot the performance. 

Two Open Fire. 

Davis was looking at a bicycie rider 
when the Keys boys walked up and at 
ence began firing. Davis wheeled when 
the shooting began, so that the bullets 
all entered his bedy frem the side and 
back. Davis started to fall with the 
second shot, but by the time he struck 
the sidewalk the revolvers of the two 
Keys boys were empty. 

Witheut a word they put their pistols 
inte their pockets and had started 
acress te the Miazza Woods Building, 
when arrested. The partly unconscieus 
form of Davis was carried into the 
building, and a few minutes later an 
ambulance hurried the wounded man to 
the hospital. 

Forced to Marry. 

The treuble between Davis and the 
Keys brothers dates back eight months 
age, when Miss Bertha Keys, sister of 
the yeung men whe did the sheoting, 
was feund at a lecal hetel here. Davis 
fled te Seuth Mississippi, but was found 
by the twe young men and 0breught 
back. He was forced to marry the 
girl, but immediately left her. The 
Keys family is said to have sent him 
werd that if he remained out ef the 
State ne further treuble weuld result. 
The wife ef Davis returned te the home 
ef her father, Senater Keys, near Oak 
reve, in Kemper County. 

Recently Davis went back te the 
neighberheed where he’ and the Keys 
beys were reared, and hearing of tnis, 
Webb and Frank Keys fellowed him te 
_ Meridian. 

The sheeting eccurred the first time 
» they met. 

Davis was well known in East Mis- 
Sissippi, ever a large portion ef which 
he has traveled during the past two 
years as a life insurance seliciter. He 
was about 30 years of age and u son of 
Hilamp Davis, at present a resident of 
West Point.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The present fight 
en the House ef Lords is responsible fer 
the searchlight being turned ente the 
family history ef the present occupants 
of the hereditary branch ef the Legisla- 
ture and it has put into the hands of the 
commoners an argument that is creat- 


ing a tremendous sentiment fer the abo- 
lition of the body, er at least a revision. 

This investigation has revealed that 
instead ef the title meaning honor to a 
family, the present hereditary favorites 
are feally living upon the dishoner of 
their ancestors, that many titles are the 
prices of women’s virtue. In other 
cases the right to rule was openly pur- 
chased. 

Here are some illustrations that are 
being quoted: 

Trading on Woman's Honor. 


Great Britain, which expelled from the 
threne the Stuart dynasty, has tolerated 
for mere than two centuries after the 
expulsion of the legitimate Stuart rulers 
the rule of their illegitimate descendants 
in the House of Lords. The first Dukes 
of Grafton, Richmond, St. Albans and 
Buccleuch were the illegitimate sens of 
Charles II. They were raised to the 
peerage as boys not for any merits of 
their own, but for the infamy of their 
birth. 

It is no secret that the first Duke of 
Marlborough owed his promotion to the 
seduction of his sister, Arabella Chur- 
chill, by James II. 

The first Karl of Orkney was raised 
to the peerage for his public services in 
marrying Elizabeth Villiers, the cast- 
off mistress of James II. 


So'd Wife for Title. 

The first Marquis of Conyngham ob- 
tained his promotion to a marquisite in 
the Irish peerage and to the peerage 
of the United Kingdom as the price of 
his wife's dishonor as the mistress of 
George IV. 

The elevation to the peerage of the 
eldest of William TV's illegitimate sons 
by Mrs. Jordan, as Earl of Munster, 
was one of the first of the acts of that 
monarch on his accession to the throne. 

There are others who enjoy their pres- 
ent positions because of the whim of 
some king. Fer instance, the Duke- 
dom of Portland and EKarldom of Albe- 
marl were created because William III 
wanted to make a present to William 
Bentinck and Arnold ven Keppel, two 
Dutchmen to whom he had been at- 
tracted and between whom he divided 
ene of the fairest countries in England 
witheut an explanation.

Of these who bought and seld titles, 
Sir Thomas Osborne, whe became the 
Duke of Leeds, is regarded by historians 
a8 a past master of legislative cerrup- 
tion. Macaulay says he beught vetes 
like cattle, but he was rewarded with

The first Earl of Macclesfield was con- 
victed ef selling masterships in chan- 
cery fer $15,000 each. 

_ Te thers are added the families that 
seized the property ef the Cathelic 
church and elevated themselves inte the 
nobility by this means. Some of these 
tities are: Dukedom ef Devonshire, 
Dukedem ef Bedford and the Salisbury 
and Exeter families.

sufficient quantity and a superior qual- 
ity of gas and prizes. 

Had Inducements Ready. 

Before the visiters came Mr. Smith had 
selected the southeast corner of For- 
est Park for the site, had consulted 
with General Manager E. G. Cowdery 
of the Laclede Gas Co. in regard to 
the gas problem and had made plans 
for the prizes. 

The visitors looked at the site and 
were pleased. Mr. Cowdery showed 
them how the gas supply was adequate. 

They had planned to inspect the facili- 
ties of Chicago, Denver and Omaha 
after leaving here. But Mr. Smith said 
to President Bishop: 

“St. Louis wants those races. I* can 
furnish the gas and can handle all the 
details beautifully. Why don’t vou de- 
cide on St. Louis right now? There is 
no need for you to go to Chicage or 
anywhere else.’’ 

“St. Louis suits me,” said Bishop. 

“It’s all right as far as I am con- 
cerned,” observed Post. 

“Make it St. Louis 
McCoy. 

The decision then made was for- 
mally announced later and the St. 
Louis Aero Club was organized to as- 
sist in handling the proposition. lL. 
D. (‘Bud’) Dozier was made presi- 
dent and John W. Kearney secretary. 
Four hundred members were enrolled. 

By the Acro Club of St. Louis and 
the Business Men's League and the 
Aero Club of Aermica the first inter- 
national aeronautic contest in the 
United States was handled. The Busi- 
ness Men’s League paid for the gas. 
The Aero Club of St. Louis enter- 
tained the aeronauts with a banquet. 
The other obligations were divided 
among the organizations, 

Every detail was figured out care- 
fully and executed successfully. 

Special Gas Essential. 

The gas feature was probably the 
most difficult. Ordinary illuminating 
gas could not be used to inflate the 
balloons. It was necessary to manu- 
facture a special gas, much lighter 
than illuminating gas. After Mr. 
Cowdery left the Laclede Company 
and St. Louis, Chief.Engineer W. A. 
the Laclede devised the plans and 
they were executed by General Su- 
pertendent S. W. Forder under Mr. 
3aehr’s direction. 

After much experimenting with 
coal gas and water gas and combi- 
nations of the two, it was decided to 
use a light grade of coal gas. The 
problem then arose of manufacturing 
and storing a sufficient quantity with- 
out interfering with the regular sup- 
ply for the city. It was solved by 
isolating a part of the plant at Main 
and Rutger streets and manufactur- 
ing there the special balloon gas, 
the piping and the retort houses were 
necessary. This arranged, coal was 
fed into the retorts in a quantity suf- 
ficient to produce a gas containing 
more than the usual amount of hydro- 
gen and a- corresponding'y smaller 
amount of heavy hydro-carbens and 
other constituents of ordinary coal gas. 

Finally through chemical analysis the 
exact gas desired was produced. The 
great retorts were at a white heat 
when the balloon races drew near and 
the gas issuing frem them was of a 
quality never before made in St. Louis 
or, it is said, used in balloon races any- 
where. 

President Smith of the Business Men’s 
League and Secretary Kearney of the 
Aero Club declared the quality of gas 
developed was finer than the visiting 
aeronauts expected or believed could 
be produced. 

Gas Stored in “Holder.” 

This gas made at the Main and Rut- 
ger streets plant was stored for the 
“aces in the large “holder or tank 
at Newstead and Chouteau’§ avenues. 
It was piped there from its place of 
tnanufacture beginning on the Satur- 
day preceding the 

It was necessary to empty the large 
holder of the heavier illuminating gas

mitted and this was found to require 
great technical care and skill. 

The holder was partially emptied sev- 
eral times and seme of the new gas 
inserted. Finally at 2 a. m. Sunday all 
the iumin@ting gas had oozed out and 
the supply ef special balloon gas was 
turned into it. While the holder was 
being used for this balloon gas the 
southweet portion ef the city had to he 
Supplie? with gas from other holders 
more distant. 

Pipes had been laid from the holder 








at Newstead avenue to the aeronuatic 


concourse as carefully as if they 
been established for permanent use. 

At 11 a. m. Monday the valves were 
opened and the record-breaking brand 
of St. Louis gas started flowing into 
the balloons. The foreign aeronauts 
were not pleased. They said the bal- 
loens could never be filled by 4 o'clock, 
Starting time. 

When the gas had heen pumped into 
their balloons for 25 minutes they cried 
“Halt!” Their bags were almost half 
filled.

“Legitimate” Expenses Mostly “Il- 
legitimate,’ Says This Wom- 
an in Speech. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—*“Man’s smoking 
and drinking habits mean ‘illegiti- 
mate’ expense in the economic field, 
and the traditional necessity for sat- 
isfying these . perverted masculine 
tastes is keeping woman in economic 
Slavery.”

‘Why, the rea! facts are that wom- 
an, by every law of common sense and 
nature, has infinitely more wants than 
the man,-and all that keeps her from

Wesley Markwood, Aged 83, Has 
Served Government 55 Years 
in Many Capacities.

WASHINGTON, Oct. %. — Wesley 
Markwood, who began to serve the Gov- 
ernment as a messenger boy in the War 
Department in 1836, is now, at the age 
of 81% years, serving the Government 
as “messenger boy’ in the Forest Ser- 
vice, Department of Agriculture. | 

Mr. Markwood has served the Govern- 


ment a total of 55% years, a part of the’ 
time bearing arms in the defense of the 
flag. 

From .184 to 1848 Mr. Markwood par- 
ticipated in the Mexican War as a mem- 
ber of the United States Mounted Rifles, 
under the command of Capt. Samuel H. 
Walkef, the famous Texan ranger. 

Beginning with the year 1852, Mr. 
Markwood served 10 vears on the plains 
as a non-commissioned officer in the 
Second United States Cavalry. From 
1864 to 1866 he served as a commissioned 
officer in the Veteran Reserve Corps. 

He served two years in the Navy’ 
during the invasion of Cuba by Lopez 
and Crittenden, and was present in the 
harbor of Havana when Gen. Critten- 
den and his 50 followers were shot. | 

In addition to this service, Mr. Mark- 
wood was a superintendent of national 
cemeteries for 15 years, messenger in | 
Agriculture Department 14 years, gen- | 
eral service clerk in the War Depart- | 
ment one-year, and agent of the Freed- | 
man’s Bureau for one and one-half 
years. 

Mr. Markweood lost his left arm at the | 
battle of Champion Hill, Miss, May 16, 
1863, while a sergeant in Battery A, Fif- 
teenth Indiana Light Artillery.

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He Tells Depositors That They 
Can Thus Help Restore 
Credit. 








NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—In response to 
@ request of the Associated Press as to 
his view of the present financial situa- 
tion, J. Pierpont Morgan said today: 

“As I have already said, I cannot too 
strongly emphasize the importance of 
the people realizing that the great- 
est injury that can be done to the 
present situation is the thoughtless 
withdrawal of funds from banks and 
tiust companies and then hoarding their 
cash in safe deposit vaults or elsewhere, 
thus withdrawing the supply of capital 
always needed in such emergencies as 
that with which we have been confront- 
ed during the past week.” 

James Stillman, President of the Na- 
tional City Bank, who, next to Mr. 
Morgan, has done more to bring out a 
solution of the financia) difficulties in 
New York than any other man, said: 

"The wise and heroic action of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and _ the 
eplendid efforts of Mr. Morgan, with 
the assistance of the Clearing House, 
have demonstrated the sound financial 
conditions of the Clearing House banks 
of the city. Now, however, in order to fa- 
cilitate the shipments of cotton, grain, to- 
bacco and other produce and te facilitate 
the imports’ of gold, the associated 
banks have wisely decided to combine 
their credit by the Issuance of Clearing 
House certificates and thus prevent the 
paralyzing of a very large part of the 
business of the country.” 

Calmmess a Dominant Factor. 

Calmness and growing encourage- 
ment were the deminant factors in the 
financial situation when the _ great 
banking Institutions closed their week 
today, with all the great financial in- 
stitutions ef the city intact after hav- 
ing met the unprecedented conditions 
of the ast week. With this signal 
demonstration of the resisting powers 
ef the banks came the adoption of new 
and important measures te prevent a 
recurrence ef acute strain. 

Although the steck exchange and 
ether sensitive points were free from 
extreme agitation, yet there were 
heavy withdrawals of cash from sev- 
eral banks and trust companies, these 
withdrawals being for the most part by 
the smaller depositors, All the insti- 











——— 


tutions affected continued to pay out 
on demand up to noon, the usual hour 
of closing on Saturday. 

First of importance in the remedial 
measures was that of the Clearing 
House Association in voting to issue 
Clearing House loan ¢ertificates for the 
use of the banks themselves in settling 
their daily balances at the Clearing 
House. These certificates will not go 
ito general circulation, bué.their use 
will enable the banks to keep in cir- 
culation for the needs of general busi- 


‘ness large amounts of currency which 


otherwise would be required for the 
Settlement of the daily Clearing House 
balances. Plans were formulated 
extend the benefits of the Clearing 
House certificates to the trust com- 
panies as well as to the banks which 
are at present members of the Clear- 
Ing House Association. 


$5,000,000 for Import, 

Anether extremely importaant feat- 
ure of today’s news was the announce- 
ment by the National City Bank that 
it had engaged $5,000,000 in gold for im- 
port. It is believed by bankers and ex- 
change brokers that this engagement 
is the beginning of what will probably 
be a continuous movement ef gold to 
New York from abroad. 

The Clearing Heuse certificates gill be 
issued to those banks making application 
and proving to the satisfaction of the 
committee appointed for the purpose the 
need for the certificates and their abil- 
ity to deposit the proper collateral. No 
limit was fixed to the amount to .be 
issued, but it is hoped that the amount 
asked for will be small. : 

Another step of first importance te 
offset the effect which might be pro- 
duced by the fact that the Clearing 
House banks were in a position to ob- 
tain certificates, while the trust com- 
panies were left out of the arrangement. 
The fear that the trust companies would 
be unfavorably affected by such a de- 
cision was one of the influences which 
led several members of the Clearing 


to 


rHouse Committee to oppose the issu- 
ance of certificates. 


The step taken to 
offset this danger was the presentation 
of a resolution by the Clearing House 
Committee te the meeting of the asso- 
elation to the effect that trust compa- 
nies should be admitted to the Clearing 
Heuse. 

The effect of the decision to issue 
clearing house eertificates has usually 
been to restore confidence to a large de- 
gree and thereby to diminish the pres- 
sure which might logically be antici- 
pated in view of the previous demand 
for currency. The cash left free in the 
banks will then be available to a larger 
extent to meet the ordinary demands for 
currency from depositors. 

Largest Issue in 1898. 

The largest issue of certificates up te 
the present time was in 1893, when the 
total eutput was $41,490,000 and the maxi- 
mum outstanding at any one time was 
$35,280,000. The first issue was made in 
tnat year on -une 21, just before the 
announcement that the Government of 
British India had suspended the free 
coinage of silver and fear spread that 
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it would be impossibie to maintain the 
value of the silver dollar. 

No such menace faces the money mar- 
ket at the present time and under the 
operations of the gold standard law the 
accumulation of gold in the Treasury, 
including that held against gold certifi- 
cates now stands at $$928,000,000, which 1s 
the largest gold stock in the world. It is 
not believed that tne demands of the 
present occasion for certificates will 
be large. The clearing house 
banks showed today specie holdings of 
$196,426, 000.

Disfigurement With a New Visage 
That Makes It Possible for Him 
Once More to Mingle With Men— 
Recent Remarkable Triumphs of 
the Knife and the Operating Table 


ACH year surgical science is doing things that in the romance of the present day should 


be classed as miracles. 


They seem so incredible that if the foremost scientis:s of the day 


did not vouch for them, and have living proofs for their statements, stories of the cures 


and operations would be branded as outright lies. 
What is now considered a commonplace operation, on the clinic table, a few years ago would 


have been given up as a hopeless case. 


No instance is now beyond attempt.

of, even after the heart has stopped beating, as in many cases it has been quickened and set pulsing 
again after it had once come to a complete stop. 





do not stop with repairing vital organs, but g0 
to decorate the exterior. 

Dr. Delaire of the French Academy of Medicine, at 
Paris, has given a man an artificial face which is the 
wonder of savants and physicians and a marvel of 
mechanical ingenuity. Nothing has ever been done 
that is like it. It is the last word in all that Is won- 
derful in surgery. 

Some months ago Henri de Pousset, a wealthy 
man, went out for a day's shooting in the woods. 
At his first shot his gun explieded, tearing away 
both jaws, his chin, the upper lip and nose. Prac- 
tically nothing was left of the poor fellow's face

but his eyes and forehead. 


He was picked up, apparently dead. There were, 
however, a few signs of life, and though it seemed 
like a miracie, the victim recovered consciousness. 
He was told that he could not possibly survive, but 
to the astonishment of everyone he did. And in 
due season, horribly maimed as he was, M. de Pous- 
set recovered his health and strength. 


Half of Face Shot Away. 

But he was a horrible sight to look 
the lower hbalf of his face completely shot away 
and the interior of his head exposed. It was then 
that Dr. Delaire was called in. After many consulta- 
tions and examinations he told the victim that if he 
would have patience he would try to give him a new 
face. 

The most delicate measurements were taken and 
numerous trial models were built up. Finally Dr. 
Delaire got what he wanted—a perfect mechanical 
face that at 10 feet distance cannot be told from 
The missing organs have 
been replaced by artificial parts and M. de Pousset 
ean now speak without difficulty. He can masticate 
his food with nearly the same ease as he could be- 
fore the accident which all but killed him. 

Even in a well-lighted room at a few feet distance 
mo one would notice that there was anything wrony 
with the man with the mechanical face. He simply 
appears as a person of rather immobile features. 
nothing mers; but he laughs and talks and eats with 
the same apparent ease as one who still has the 
features which nature gave him to begin with. 

There are four parts to tnis wonderful contrivance 
ef rubber and metal. 

The first part is a horseshoe-shaped bar of silver, 
which are grooved. In it are set some of the large: 
lower teeth. This is attached to a dental apparatus 
ef tin, in which are fixed the remaiuing lower teeth, 
ef course, all of porcelain. 

The second part of the face is the upper jaw. It 

@ ef gold and vulcanite, in which is set a 
w of artificial upper teeth. This is affixed to 
small protuberances, which fit snugly into the 
cavities, all that is left of the nose. This also 
up the right sinus, which was smasbed in. At 
back is a piece of gold mechanism with hooks, 


upon, with 


which fasten on the face piece. 


Lips of Rubber Replace Fiesh. 

The third part ef the face consists of an artificia! 
@hin and lewer lip made of India rubber, and paint- 
ed so exactly the oolor of healthy skin as to resem 
ble a real chin and lip of flesh and blood. The illu. 
@ion is further heightened by a false beard made of 
real human hair. 

At the back of the false lip are two tiny bolts 
which pass through holes in the false teeth an 
firmly fix the artificial lip to the false jaw. When 
the few remaining muscles work on the jaw the 
false lips move in a manner so true to life that a 
person on the opposite side of the table would hard- 
ly notioe M. de Pousset's management of his food. 

The fourth and last piece of thig remarkable ap- 
paratus is Ms crowning triumph. This is the upper 
lip and nose. 80 close to nature has Dr. Delaire 
fashioned them that no one passing M. de Pousset 
in the street would turn to look at him twice. The 
upper lip is of rubber, painted the hue of real flesh, 
and from it sprouts a luxuriant mustache, far hand- 
somer than many a thin-haired Frenchman may 
boast. At the back are two small clasps to which th» 
upper dental piece and jaws are fixed. 

Remnants of several muscles are still left in M. 
de Pousset's face. These are sufficient to work the 
juwes of tin, gold and rubber, instead of live bone and 
remaining portion of the tongue te perform the nor- 
mal functions of mastication and swallowing. Ap. 
parently M. de Pousset suffers little or no inconven- 


lence just beqnuse he haa .o chew with a mouth and 


jaws of tin, gold and rubber, instead of live bone and 
flesh. His digestion te perfect, despite the fact that 
he is forced to bite and chew with meta! and porce- 
lain. 


This mechanical face has one advantage—tt can be ~- 


ta oom o's at night and put away. Once a day M. 


de Pousset carefully unhooks his face and washcs 
it thoroughly in soap and water—think of a man 
being able to take off his fase and handle it for 
ablutionary purposes! 

Of course, everyone uses his lips and tongue for 
the purposes of speaking distinctly. M. de Pousset 
has taught himself to articulate so wel] by means 
of his artificial lips and the stump of his tongue 
this his defect, even after only a few weeks’ prac- 
tice, is hardly noticeable. In fact there are many 
with whole faces whose speech is far less distinct 
than this unfortunate French gentleman's. 

To have both one's feet completely severed would 
cause most dancing girls to give up their profession. 
In fact, it would cause almost anybody in the world 
to give up in the struggle for existence. But in Lon- 
don there is a girl who is today singing and dancing 
before delighted audiences—on two artificial feet. 

One year ago this month she had both her feet cut 
off by a train. She was a musi¢ hail artiste, and her 
dancing was her means of livelihood. 

Miss Dot Stephens did not give up, but had a pair 
of artificial feet made, at a cost of $1000, it taking 
all the money that she had saved. So wonderfully 
are the feet made that she can walk two miles or 
more without becoming tired, and dance as gracefully 
and nimbly as she ever could. 

Quite the newest in surgery is that of an instance 
reported by Dr. J. M. T. Finney at a recent meeting 
of the Southern Surgical and Gynecological Society, 
held in Baltimore. He explained how a girl in a run- 
away had had her nose torn and mashed from her 
face.

While the nose was ,et lacerated, he had the child 
hold the little finger of her hand to her nose, after the 
finger had been prepared surgically for grafting. H2 
then bound the arm in place, and required her to keep 
in that position for days. The child's arm becaime 
numb, and lame, but still she had to keep it in 
place. 

Unfortunate Girl Still Pretty. 

At last Dr. Finney decided that the nose and the 
finger had grown together. 

He put the girl under an anesthetic, and then, with 
great care, cut the finger from the face. The girl is 
living today and passes as pretty. 

Every day, almost, a medica! triumph is brought 
to notice; in some new and unexpected fleld the man 
with the scalpel has» gone and saw, ana conquered. 

The first week in September, Clifford Cox, 120 Mis- 
sissippi avenue, St. Louis, hzcd his nose completely 
Severed from his face. He is 19 years old, and a clerk 
for the American Car and Foundry Co. He was rid- 
ing the elevator in the Lincoln Trust Building, and 
attempted to get out just as the elevator boy started 
the car. Only a small.ligament held the nose to nis 
face. He was immediately taken to the City Hospital, 
where 50 stitches were made in his nose in order to 
get the severed member -restored to its place. 

Cox is now well again, and the disfigurement is 
slight. 

Another St. Louis young man possesses remarkable 
vitality. He had his neck broken, and is now again 
at his work, which is cooking for a railroad dining 
car. Archie Rogers, the young man in question, was 
wrestling with another cook in a dining car at Union 
Station a month ago, when he slipped and struck his 
neck against a chair. An X-ray examination showed 
that a vertebra in his neck had been broken. H's 
neck was put in a plaster cast, reinforced with steel 
stays, and kept there until the bones had knitted. 
His recovery was perfect, and he now in no way feels 
any worse for the strange and dangerous accident 
that befell him. 


Lives Without Her Stomach.

tling manner. 

It was once considered that there were three vital 
organs in the body, the heart, the brain, and the 
stomach. 

It would now seem that no organ is vital. An in- 
stance that occurred not long ago in Zurich, Switzer. 
land, would show that the whole stomach can be dis- 
pensed with. 

Mrs. Anna -Landis was 56 years old, of a rather 
weak constitution, and had only one tooth. For 
years she had complained of stomach trouble and her 
physician, Dr. Carl Schlatter, had despaired of cur- 
ing her. She was suffering from a large tumor; the 
whole stomach was useless.

For three days and two nights Jason sat beside the 
kitchen stove and held his right hand in the oven, 
catching snatches of sleep as best he could.

On disembarking you enter a hack 
and begin the winding, mile-long drive 
up the hill, each turn in the road bring- 
ing you nearer to the convent, church 
and town, which a few minutes ago you 
saw silhouetted against the sky, far 
above you. 

The nearest steam railroad on the IIli- 
nois side of the river is 20 miles distant 
and the ferry, romantic though cum- 
bersome, is the only practical means of 
reaching Nauvoo. But its days are num- 
bered, for the new electric road is to 
connect with four steam railroads and 
give the town an outlet in every direc- 
tion. 

The reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine, who visited Nauvoo 
, to learn what the sisters had done there, 
called at St. Mary’s Convent and asked 
for Sister Mary, the active spirit under 
the direction of Mother Otilia, in the 
enterprises of the nuns.

“A French colony succeeded the Mor- 
in their day this 
building was used as a carpenter and 
cabinet shop.

The Convent is a strong. stone build- 
ing, constructed as one would expect 
a fort to be. The Academy is quite a 
pretentious building of red brick, with a 
tower. The lawn is covered with turf 
and flower beds, and spreading trees 
cast abundant shade. During the period 
mentioned by Sister Mary—70 
Nauvoo’s population has dwindled from 
30,000 to 1200 1500.

At the steamboat landing the 
ruins of an ancient Mormon mill, with 
a tall chimney, reared themselves tn the 
darkness and cast a shadow on the 
moonlit water. Far up the bills gleamed 
the light of Nauvoo. 

“What a strange and varied history 
Nauvoo has had: ' somebody remarked. 
“First the Mormons, then the Frefich, 
and now the black-robed women at the 
convent.

sees it. Her tirade against the weak- 


ness and frivolity of the typical American woman has never been equaled; 
and it is something that will set one to thinking. 


NNA A. ROGERS, champion of 
woman in woman’s real, but en- 
emy of woman in man’s sphere, 

does not mince matters; rather, she calls 
& Spade a spade. She takes the Ameri- 
can woman and vivisects her with the 
sealpel of unsparing. criticism; she 
Weighs her against the woman of other 
countries, and then draws striking com- 
parisons. 

Anna A. Rogers is not a woman ha- 
ter: rather, she believes in the possi- 
bility of woman, but under quite differ- 
ent conditions than now characterize 
her. , 
She would call marriages that end 
happily ‘“‘matrimonial  ca- 
tastrophes.”’ These, she points out, are 
increasing at an alarming rate. In the 
United States there are 2921 courts which 
have the power to grant divorces, as 
against 79 in France, 28 in Germany and 
one in England. 

Three revsons are held up by 
A. Rogers in explanation as to 
American marriages fail, and every sin- 
gle reason counts against the. women. 
The author is not a woman hater, nor 
a sensationalist, but merely a critic, one 
who would suggest a way out of the tur- 
moil. 

She states her three premises to 
why American marriages so often enc 
disastrovely, very clearly. The primal 
reason, she points out, is that women 
fail to realize that marriage is their 
work in the world.

The common question as to whether it 
is necessary for a man whe went 
through the form of marriage with his 
sister-in-law before the act came into 
force to zo through the ceremony again 
in order to make the marriage quite le- 
gal is easily answered. No’ remarriage 
ja necessary. for the simple reason that 
the act is ‘etrospective, legalizing mar- 
ages of ‘his kind which have already 
been contracted in all parts of the 
realm, and legitimatizing the children 
of such unions. On the other hand, it 
should be porne in mind that if a man 
and woman under such circumstances 
rave not already been through the form 
of marriage. a marriage ceremony per- 
farmed now will not legitimatize any 
children which may have been born to 
them, although, ef course, any which 
may be born § fter the ceremony are 
quite legitimate. 

Not In every case, however, does the 
act make the marriage of a man with 
his @eceased wife's sisier binding. If a 
man before the passing of the bill. for 
Inatance, had such a marr'age annul'ed 
by the Court on the grounds of its '1- 
legality, the decree of the Court js still 
uplield by the act. Or. again, if a man 
married his sister-in-law, and later. but 
before the passing of the act. married 
again, he is not Hable to be committed 
for bigamy. The third marriage is the 
one deciared valid by the new act. In 
auch a case, of course, the sister-in-law 
could make no legal claim for support.

N engineering works the electro- 
| magnet is taking a very prominent 
place. This device di: .18es with 
hooks, slings and other lifting appara- 
tus. By throwing a switch controlling 
the current, the magnet is energized 
and thereby attaches itself to the brass, 
castings, scrap or pig tron which it is 
desired to lift. 

The ma t poles are shaped accord- 
ing to the nature of the materia! to 
be raised. For heavy rails they are ob- 
long. and are slung from the crane 
hook by a short chain. Castings weigh- 
ing over two ons are successfully han- 
led by electro-magnets. Another use 
to whic’ the electro-magnet is put is in 
breaking old castings so that they may 
be meited and utilized. To accomplish 
this the magnet is made to lift and drop 
a steel ball weighing from one to six 
tons.

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Head of the Holy Roman 
Catholic Church 9s Pro- | 
mulgating Decree That ff, 
Afier Sasier Only Zhose 
Engagements to Marry 


Which Fre Put in Writ- 
ing Will Have Canonical 
Standing. 


NLY such engagements to marry as are in 
writing, signed by both parties and wit- 
nesses, will have canonical standing in 

the Catholic Church after next Easter, according 
to a decree recently promulgated by Pius X. 

These solemn engagements, called sponsalia, 
will have almost the same dignity as actual mar- 
riages, and to be released from the obligations 
so assumed either party will have to obtain a 
special dispensation. 

It is the wish of the Pope to invest the idea 
of matrimony with a deeper sacredness than it 
now has in these days of frequent and easy di- 
vorce. And, in order to accomplish this, the new 
decree was framed. By its terms an ancient 
and very simple church law has been abrogated. 

The decree reads in part: 

“It has been requested by the Bishops of Europe 
and other parts of the world that some provision 
be made to avoid complications arising out of 
sponsalia; that is, mutual promises to marry, pri-

“Only such sponsalia shall be held valid and 
have canonical standing as are contracted in 
writing, signed by the parties concerned and 
either their pastor, the Bishop, or two witnesses. 

“Tf one or the other party be unable to write 
that fact shall be noted in the writing, and 
another witness must be added who shall sign 
with the pasor, Bishop or two witnesses, as be- 
fore stated.
